This was beef day at the agency, and at a 
little after noon four bucks, six squaws, and 
eight children came in from the camp of the 
hostiles. The bucks came in looking penitent 
and so declared themselves, but a noticeable 
feature of their “ get up” was that they had 
no weapons. These they had left behind for 
the use of their hostile brethren, and there is 
little doubt but that after the returned bucks 
get their fill of beef they will be off to the 
bluffs again. The estimate made by Census 
Enumerator Lee of the number of friendly 
“Indians drawing rations today gave a showing 
of 3,500. Of this nine-tenths were squaws 
and children. The average number of In- 
dians drawing rations at this agency is 5,600. 
The difference befween the figures given will 
show the number who have left to join their 
intrenched brethren. 

The indians protest vigorously against the 
transfer of their care to the War Department, 
saying that the military men keep them too 
strictly and would not allow them to work 

their farms.

The body of Christopher Miller, a herder 
‘who was killed by hostiles a week ago, was 
found by Red Eagle, a friendly Indian, today 
and brought to the agency. There were three 

Sin Miller's bead and two in his 


dens, while his skull was crushed in with a 


elub. Miller had headquarters beyond White 
Clay Creek, and not having heard of the bat- 
tleat that point he started for Pine Ridge 
Mone. He had been noted for his kindness 
to the Indians, and evidently had no fear 
when two of them whom he knew ap- 
proached him. They got close to his pony 
and then drawing revolvers together fired 
simultaneously. The deed was witnessed by 
friendly, but as the body was dragged 
tome distance it was not found until today. 
There are many so-called friendly Indians 
inthe agency today. They are painted and 
armed to the teeth, and some of them are 
known to favor hostilities when the oppor- 
tunity offers. Just before dusk half a dozen 
of them headed for the hostiles’ camp. Brooke 
is to the west, Sumner, Carr, and Wells to the 
north, while portions of the Ninth Cavalry 
and Kighth Infantry are to the east. This, 
the south side of the hostile position, is guarded 
by the agency troops only, and this accounts 
to some extent for the frequent appearance of 
individual hostiles. 

Gen. Miles has not yet heard from Big 
Road, Jack Red Cloud, He Dog, and Little 
Hawk, who conferred with him Monday last 
and returned to the hostiles. He expects them 
tonight or early tomorrow. If they#do not 


come then it is probable that but little delay 


will take place before he will take the field 
tfter them. Late this evening the General 
Teceived word from Red Cloud to the effect 
that he woilld come in tomorrow morning and 
bring all the Indians he could with him. The 
thinks that Two Strike will accom- 
pany Red Cloud, and that they may be fol- 
lowed by all the other Indians.

AGENT ROYER TO RETIRE. 


An Army Officer Placed in Charge at Pine

Proctor and Noble and Gen. Schofield had 

conference at the War Department this after- 
noon in regard to the Indian troubles, and it 
was agreed to recommend to the President 
the appointment of an officer of the army as 
agent of the Indians at the Pine Ridge Agency, 
thus necessitating the retirement of Indian 
Agent Royer from that duty. The officer so 
appointed will, however,

ignated to take military control of four other 
agencies, with instructions to codéperate with 
the agents of the Interior Department.

Capt. Pierce of the 
First Infantry has been selected as the agent 
at the Pine Ridge Agency, and he will proba- 
bly be appointed by the President tomorrow.

Secretary Proctor is considerably exercised 


over the newspaper .reports of a controversy 
between the War and Interior Departments in 
regard to the management of the Indian 
campaign.

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs has re- 


ceived a report from Indian Agent Royer at 
Pine Ridge, dated Dec. 31, giving an account 
of the fight at Wounded Knee Creek two days 
before. 


The report says: 
From the best information I can obtain Big 


Foot and his band surrendered to Maj. Whiteside, 
and while they were di 
known as their Medicine Man rose from his 
seat and began to cry out Kill the soldiers; their 
bullets will not have any effect upon our ghost 
shirts,” and at the same time stooping to the 
ground and picking up handfuls of dirt, throwing 
it up in the air, and, after a short performance of 
perhaps two minutes, fired his gun in the direc- 
tion of the military, which started the fight. 
Lieut. Standing Soldier (who was for a long time 
Lieutenant on the police force at this agency, but 
now employed by the United States army asa 
scout) on the night of the 30th inst. arrived at 
this agency from Porcupine Creek with sixty- 
three Indians who belonged to the Big Foot 
band, consisting of eighteen bucks and the bal- 
ance women and children. The bucks were dis- 
armed aftertheir arrival atthe agency by the 
scouts and agency police and placed under mili- 
tary guard. Lam told that this little band are 
some that, became lost from Big Foot during the 
excitement following the killing of Sitting Bull 
at Standing Rock Agency, and were at thé time 
of their capture hunting for the Big Foot band. 
They were not informed of the fight until after. 
they were safely under guard, and then only ina 
mild way that they might not become excited 
over the loss of their leader.

31, 1890.— The Honorablé the Secretary of War 
Sir: I forward for your information a letter 
addressed to me by the Secretary of the In- 
terior under date: of Oct. 30, accompanied with 
letters from the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
and of certain Indian agents, all 
prehended trouble with the Sioux Indians.

Wasnxorox, D. C., Jan. 7.—[ Special. 
There is a strong undercurtent of sentiment that 
Congress must purge itself from the suspicion 
of jobbery in silver legislation, past and pros- 
pective. Senator Washburn this affernoon 
consulted several of his colleagues about the 
propriety of introducing a resolution in the 
Senate to investigate not only the Congress- 
ional pool of last summer but also the charges 
which are being whispered around about. un- 
due influence this session. It is understood 
he was advised to go ahead and that a resolu- 
tion of inquiry has been drawn up. Senator 
Washburn was the only one of eight Repub- 
licans voting to displace the Election bill by 


the financial measure who is nota rampant 


silver advocate. His position on the Election 
bill has been understood, so that no miscon- 


‘struction is likely to be placed upon his ac- 


tion. He was opposed to the bill, and criti- 
cised the mismanagement by which it was 
kept before the Senate without any arrange- 
ment for bringing it toa vote. Senator Wash- 
burn is also one of the few Western Senators 
who opposes free coinage. However, he evi- 
dently thinks that whatever legislation there 
may be should be free from the suspicion that 
Senators were personally profiting by it. A 
Senator Washburn pushes his resolution there 
can hardly fail to be some interesting develop- 
ments. 

Over in the House Speaker Reed's Commit- 
tee on Rules is still wrestling with Dockery’s 
resolution for an investigation. Mr. Dockery 
has taken a step forward, but his good faith 
is questioned. At first he wanted to base the 
investigation entirely on a newspaper publica- 
tion. The statement made by the correspond- 
ents to the Committee on Rules that the com- 
mittee had the same facilities for getting 
news that the correspondents had seems to 
have struck its members with force, and this 
branch of the inquiry has not been pushed. 
Since then the committee has pressed Mr. 
Dockery more closely and he has given it 
the names of some persons who might shed 
light on the inside doings in silver last session. 
He courteously. refrains from pointing the 
finger of suspicion at any of his colleagues in 
Congress, but the persons he names are sup- 
posed to know more about Congressional 
speculators than Mr. Dockery does. 

kery, when his resolution was first intro- 
duced, proclaimed his entire belief that no 
Democratic Representative from Missouri 
was in the pool. Some people thought he 
might be gunning after a Senator. This sus- 
picion may have found .lodgment in the mind 
of Senator Vest, for yesterday in his speech 
Vest declared that individually he never owned 
an ounce of silver directly or indirectly in 
his life. 

Steered Clear of Congressmen. 

But Mr. Dockery, when he gave his names 
of suspects to the Committee on Rules, steered 
clearof any Congressmen. He also showed 
that he could be in the midst of a great deal 
of talk and have a deaf ear for anything that 
affected his own party. He told the committee 
he had reason to believe that among other 
persons Seligman Bros. of New York and the 
son of David Littler of Illinois could give in- 
formation about the part played by Congress- 
men in last summer’s silver speculation. The

Belmont & Co, This fact is so well known in 
financial circles that the firm has never taken 
any pains to deny it. It was the Belmont syndic, 
ate which undertook tounload European silver 
bought for $1 an ounce at a higher price, the 
price being dependent on silver legislation. 
The facts about the Belmont syndicate are as 
well known in Washington as in New York. 
But Mr. Dockery in all his searching investi- 
gation apparently never heard the name 
mentioned. At least if he did he failed to take 
the Committee on Rules into his confidence. 
He probably didn’t know that in a political 
sense August Belmont & Co.’s affiliations are 
Democratic. The Seligmans, who are regular 
bullion-dealers, are understood to be Repub- 
licans. The teport has been that they were in 
the Belmont syndicate. 

Dave Littler is now in New Orleans attend- 
ing to his duties as a member of the Govern- 
ment Dry-Dock Commussion. Last summer 
he was a private citizen and free to speculate 
in whatever he pleased. His friends say that 
he may have taken a flyer or two in silver, as 
he is on intimate terms with some jolly good 
fellows in the Senate who might have inside 
information. But usually when he wants to 
speculate Mr. Littler prefers to take a flyer in 
corn. He has great faith in corn. 


A Queer Thing. 

The queer thing, though, is that Mr. Dock- 
ery should hear so much about a citizen of II- 
linois engaging in thesilver speculation and 
fail to catch the talk about a better known 
citizen of his own State which has been buz- 
zing about the ears of Missouri peo- 
ple. Yet it is said that Mr. Joseph 
Rickey of St Louis is not among the 
persons whose names Mr. Dockery gave to the 
Committee on Rules. Everybody in the 
Southwest knows Joe Rickey. He is one of 
the most successful promoters of legislation in 
Washington and he enjoys the friendship of 
the Democratic leaders in the West. Joe 
Rickey is a familiar figure at Democratic Na- 
tional Conventions. He got a great deal of 
notoriety in 1888 out of his heavy bets on 
Cleveland. He paid his losses, as he always 
does. They were heavy, but it has been cur- 
rent talk among Missouri people that he more 
than recouped himself in silver speculation 
last summer. It is said his net gains 
were considerably more than would 
pay the salary of the President of the 
United States for a year. Being a 
private citizens it was nobody's business 
whether he speculated, in silver, grain, or 
stocks. But if Congressmen from the South- 
west or from any other section of the country 
were speculating in silver through him in an 
investigation of the kind proposed by the 
Dockery resolution Mr. Rickey might properly 
enough be asked who they were, That is, he 
might be asked provided Mr. Dockery’s deaf 


ear had not been turned when the talk among’ 


the Missourians about Joe Rickey’s big gains 
on silver was rife. Of course, the committee 
couldn’t ask Mr. Rickey to tell about his pri- 
vate business affairs uniess Mr. Dockery 
should first give it the hint. Besides 
Seligman Bros. and Dave Littler Mr. 
Dockery gave a firm of Washington brokers as 
persons likely to know something of Congres- 
sional speculation. This is the nearest ap- 
proach to a definite clew, for if the brokerage 
firm’s books should be produced the commit- 
tee could at least see whether any Congress- 
men were among the customers. But it is 
difficult to believe that Mr. Dockery, while 
disclaiming all persoral knowledge, can be 
ing on the edge of so many interesting 
developments and not know more than he has 
imparted to the Committee on Rules. Fer- 
haps he may yet be induced to make a sup- 
plemental statement whi¢h won’t be so care- 
ful-to exclude the names of fellow-Democrats 
from the list of suspects.

No 
other ruling could have been made by the 
Vice-President or any other Senator than that 
made hy Senator Harris, as Senator George 
had yielded the floor, and Senator Stewart was 
the only Senator asking recognition, and 
therefore it was the plain duty of the presid- 
ing officer to recognize him and to put his 
motion.

House Members on Free Coinage. 

A brief meeting of the House Committee on 
Coinage, Weights and Measures was held to- 
day. There were present five Democrats and 
three Republicans. Mr. Wickham, the Chair 
man of the committee, being absent, Repre- 
sentative Walker of Massachusetts presided. 
After the meeting had been called to order a 
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Scores the Defendant — The Defense 
Holds the Justice’s Action Trivial—The 
Prettyman Case. 

Justice Hamburgher yesterday bound S. A. 
Kean over to the Criminal Court in the sum 
of $3,000. Bail was furnished by W. P. Fen- 
nell, the defendant’s lawyer, and Joseph H. 
Kean, brother of the accused. The charge is 
embezzlement in that he received deposits 
after he knew himself to be insolvent, assign- 
ment within thirty days being considered by 
the law as prima-facie evidence. 

The only witness examined was W., 
W. Royer, the complaining witness, 
who the day of the failure put 
in $600, taking a certificate from Cashier 
Warne. Early the following morning Royer 
swore out warrants for Kean and the cashier, 
Warne, charging both with embezzlement 
under the statute in receiving the deposit 
knowing the bank to be insolvent. Saturday 
Warne was discharged and at once began suit 
against Royer for malicious prosecution. 
Royer’s testimony was largely in explanation 
of part of his former evidence. He said that 
the inference that he had begun the 
criminal proceedings as an aid 
to the collection of his claim against the bank 
was unwarranted. He said that Warne hesi- 
tated so long about giving him his certificate 
that he remnarked it at the time. 

The celebrated Morris & Ganse circular of- 
fering creditors 35 cents on the dollar at a 
time when the assignee’s figures showed that 
more than 40 cents would be paid was intro- 
duced in evidence, although Lawyer Fennell 
urgently objected. 

W. P. Fennell and P. S. Grosscup, attor- 
neys for Kean, caused a mild sensation by an- 
nouneing that they would not put any one on 
the witness-stand for the defense, saying that 
the charge was so trivial that they did not care 
to rebut it by calling witnesses. They would, 
said Mr. Fennell, rely on the law as laid down 
in the books. a 

Hughes Scores Kean. 

8. A. Kean robbed Royer when he took 
his money Dec. 17 knowing he was insolvent 
and could not pay it back, and he should not 
receive any more consideration in this court 
than any other thief,” said Mr. Hughes. When 
he spoke he turned and faced the banker, who 
sat among his friends, and shaking his finger at 
him continued: But his lawyers say he is 
a banker, a man of breeding, a man who has 
been held high in the estimation of the pub- 
lic, and hence should not be humiliated like a 
common criminal by being held to the grand 
jury. What rights has he as a banker that 
any poor, unfortunate fellow has not who 
comes into this court charged with a crime? 
I demand of the court to allow this matter to 
be. investigated by the grand jury. Kean sent 
Ker, a dishonest cashier, to the penitenfiary 
and spent $10,000 to do it. Now he ought to 
go there himself, for he has robbed the poor. 

Messrs. Fennell and Grosscup replied 
briefly. They contended that the criminal 
charge was brought solely to force Kean to 
settle with Royer. The burden of proof was 
on the prosecution to prove Kean insolvent 
when he accepted money, therefore they had 
not put any witnesses on the stand. 

Justice Hamburgher gave his decision with 
brevity. It is not necessary for me, he 
said, to give at length the reasons for my 
holding. I am of the opinion that the evi- 
ceeding, and the matter should be further in- 
vestigated. I therefore hold S. A. Kean to 
answer to the grand jury. The bond is fixed 
at $3,000,’’ . 

During the hearing the Justice reproved cer- 
tain delegates from Evanston who oecupied a 
corner of the room for unseemly levity. He 
told thém that there was nothing funny in the 
proceedings, but quite the contrary. 

No progress in the proposed settlement of 
claims against Kean for 50 cents was made. 
There were one or two meetings at the bank 
yesterday and another will be held this fore- 
noon. Assignee Jacobs said last night to Mr. 
Mayer that the friends of Kean interested in 
the matter were confident of their ability to 
raise the money, but did not care absolutely 
to declare themselves untai today. 

The Prettyman Case. 

The cases in the Criminal Court against W. 
L. Prettymat, the North Side banker, and 
his cashier, C. S. Johnson, were on yester- 
day’s docket. They were not reached, and it 
cannot be told when they will be called. To- 
morrowfJudge Scales will pass upon Ernest 
Stock’s petition for the return of $3,000 in 
checks and drafts deposited the afternoon be- 
fore the bank closed its doors. 

The Jennings Trust company is still prose- 
cuting inquiries outside of the State @ndeavor- 
ing to locate additional assets of the lumber 
company of which Prettyman was President. 

Judge Altgeld yesterday rendered judgment 
against W. L. Préttyman and H. H. Bishop 
by default for $10,062, and against the North 
Division Lumber company for the same

A good deal of 
influence was brought to bear on the Carrollton 
authorities and he was released on bail. He has 
since paid for the ‘plug’—a matter of $00—and 
was fined 8. It didn’t cost McBride even a dol- 
lar to kill Matthews.“ 


DEATH OF A CHICAGO MAN IN NEW YORK. 


Sudden Death of Frederick Harrison of 
Bright’s Disease. 

New York, Jan. 7.—[Special.]—A gentleman 
giving his name as George Hollenback of Chi- 
cago went to the West Thirtieth Street Police 
Station late tonight and reported the death of 
his friend, Frederick Harrison, also of Chi- 
cago, who he said was a third cousin of 
President Harrison.

Mr. Lehl- 
bach intimated that the appropriation of a 
half a million dollars for patching and ex- 
tending the old building would be about the 
right thing todo. Gen. Post took issue with 
him. He said the building had deteriorated 
since Lehlbach saw it, and had settled and 
cracked so that it was only a question of time 
when the old hulk would tumble down. He 
insisted that the interests of the Government 
for the proper conduct of the public business 
in a great city like Chicago required the erec- 
tion of a larger, better, and altogether differ- 
ent building from the one now used. The 
committee agreed to hold a special meeting 
next Saturday for the purpose of hearing 
more about this matter.

THE GLASS TRUST GOES TO SMASH. 


Lack of Ready Money Causes a Practical 
Abandonment of the Project. . 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—It has. 
leaked out that at yesterday’s meeting of the 
American Glass company’s Executive Com- 
mittee in this city action was taken which 
means practically the abandonment of that 
gigantic enterprise. The committee after 
much discussion passed a resolution releasing 
from obligation such subscribers to the capi- 
tal stock of the concern as might wish to with- 
draw. This opens the door of escape 
for everybody interested. Pittsburg 
window-glassmakers seen today de- 
clared that the combination would 
not be completed this year at least, and per- 
haps not at all. The entire difficulty has been 
brought about by the financial stringency. 
The company was organized some months 
ago at Chicago, and chartered by the State of 
Illinois, with a capital of $400,000. This has 
since been extended to $600,000, taking in 1,200 
pots in various parts of the country at $500 
each. The great bulk of the stock was sub- 
scribed by Pittsburg manufacturers, ranging 
in amounts from $80,000 down to $2,500. 

The objects were similar to those of other 
trusts to centralize business, control the trade, 
and keep up prices. Not long after the 
charter was issued the financial slump came 
on and nearly every one of the forty-five 
firms interested in the combination has bad 
its hands full ever since to secure 
ready funds sufficient to keep individ- 
ual plants i For the Pittsburg 
window-glass factories alone $1,000,000 cash is 
required quarterly and it was found impossible 
to contribute toward the capital of the new 
combination. It had been intended to call 
stock subscriptions by Jan 15 and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee hoped to be able to do 
this when it met yesterday. It had also been 
expected to advance prices, but this was found 
impracticable. It is predicted that as a result 
of the abandonment of the combination prices 
window-giass will be low for some months.

In the first place the American Harvester 
company does not hold a dollar’s worth of pa- 
per made by a farmer either in the Dakotas 
or any other State or Territory. All the in- 
dividual members who have been engaged in 
selling reapera do, however, but these notes 
have not been transferred to the American 
Harvester company. The total amount of 
these notes is mach larger than $3,000,000, but 
only a small amount is due. The amount 
past due is by no means unusual and > can 
depend upon it that the American Harvester 
company will furnish the farmers all the re- 
pairs they want. 

„Regarding the statement that the price of 
machines has been raised it is untrue. No 
prices of any kind have been made yet.” 

Col. A. L. Conger stated that the American 
Harvester company did not hold the note of a 
single farmer or any oneelse. “ As for dis- 
criminating against the West, we have done 
nothing regarding the price of machines, and 
have issued no circular on the subject or any 
kind of a paper intimati either the price or 
a raise on former prices, he said.

DOWN A PIANO WAGON, . 


Charles Geneinweiser Instantly Killed, and 
Charles Geisler, Martin Raab, and Chris- 
topher Iramer Dangerously Injured—A 
Wentworth Avenue Car Wrecked by a 
Rock Island Engine and James O’Mara 
Hurt—A Patrol-Wagon and Street-Car 
Meet—Another Crossing Accident, 


One man lost his life and three others were 
fatally injured last evening about 7 o’clock by 
an Illinois Central train on the Burlington 
tracks at the intersection of Forty-eighth 
street. Charles Geisler, Charles Genein- 
weiser, Martin Raab, and Christopher Im- 
mer, employés of Lyon & Healy, piano deal- 
ers, were seated in a piano moving wagon, be- 
ing on their way back to the city. The wagon 
was drawn bytwo spirited horses,and when near 
the tracks, Geisler, who was driving, pulled 
up to allow the east-bound nger to pass.

The wagon was broken ia a thousand 
pieces, and the occupants were scattered in 
every direction. One horse was instantly 
killed, Geneinweiser was thrown about fifty 
feet, and was instantly killed.

His skull was 
fractured and his left arm broken, and he re- 
ceived internal injuries. Geisler was 
sent flying into the air and when he struck the 
ground he rolled over and over until his body 
was one mass of bruises. His left shoulder 
was broken, his left hand crushed, and his 
scalp torn into strips.

THE CHICAGO TINPLATE HUMBUG. 


companied the exhibition in show windows of 
specimens of “ tinplate made in Chicago 
which were said to be the first beneficial fruits 
of the McKinley bill. But a careful examina- 
tion of the facts shows that the new industry 
„is as yet of diminutivé proportions. The 
black (iron) plates forming the basis 
of the specimen tinplates were im- 
ported from Europe, the pig tin was also 
imported, and even the laborers who did 
the dipping were imported. The only manu- 
facturing process performed here was the 
melting of the tin and dipping of the sheets 
into it. This simple and inexpensive work was 
done by imported labor of the cheapest 
kind, and the whole experiment was a mere 
flash in the pan, there being no works now in 
operation and not likely to be any for some 
time. The whole thing thus far is foreign and 
cannot be claimed to be otherwise except by 
making false pretenses, 

The exhibit is equally misleading if intend- 
ed to be understood as showing what is pro- 
posed to be accomplished in the future with 
American material under the protection af- 
forded to the producers of native tin, It is 
said the black sheets will be manufactured 
here, but that was possible before. Nothing 
has hindered the making of thin steel plates 
any more than the turning out of steel rails, 
iron bars and wire, and construction beams. 
The block tin is imported and will continue to 
be imported by the founders-of the new en- 
terprise. They have no source of supply at 
home and no promise of any, and they dis- 
tinctly announce that they mean to get their 
tin abroad. Anyhow the tin forms only about 
5 per cent of the finished tinplate, and the 
dipping costs little when performed by the 
cheap workers who will be brought here for 
that purpose, imported as Carnegie has 
brought over Huns to push out natiye Amer- 
ican workers under the plea of protection to 
home industry.“ For this puny “ enter- 
prise’’—the only known attempt at making 
tinplate—the consumers of this country are 
to be called upon to pay $15,000,000 a year for 
five years, or a total of $75,000,000. This may 
enable the Nortons and others like them to 
import Welsh laborers who will perform the 
beneficial operation of dipping iron and steel 
sheets into a pot of melted tin and then set- 
ting them up to cool off in readiness for mar- 
ket; but the price will seem to the people a 
little steep. 

Of course the consumer will have to pay all 
this. The Nortons have already announced 
per circular that they have been “compelled ”’ 
to advance their prices on paint, color, and 
varnish cans, A similar marking up is in or- 
der on the cans made for containing canned 
meats, lard, preserved vegetables, oysters, and 
all other things that are put up in tinned plate. 
The manufacturers of articles sold in eans are 
obliged to make a corresponding advance in 
the prices they charge for their goods. . The 
purchaser of eatables pays this tax directly. 
The employer of labor who buys the paint, oil, 
and varnish has to charge more for the work 
on house or furniture than he would otherwise 
have done. Hence the furniture costs more to

NO NEW CONSTITUTION WANTED. 

Again the tax-devourers through their or- 
gans and other agencies are howling for a 
new Constitution, and are urging the General 
Assembly to do its part toward calling a 
convention to prepare and submit to the

The existing Constitution it appears is not

special privileges to corporations without con- 
sulting the wishes and the interests of 
the people. The existing Constitution was 
framed in accordance with the desires of the 
people of the State, who wanted protection 
from corrupt and mercenary members of the 
Legislature, and their decision was arrived at 
after ample discussion by themselves and 
the mature deliberation of their freely chosen 
representatives, who were all fully aware of 
the evils they had to contend against. 

The Constitution of 1870 has admirably ful- 
filled the purpose of ita adoption by an almost 
unanimous vote. It has done away with the 
unendurable abuses that were practiced in all 
the Legislatures prior to 1870, 

The present agitation for a new conven- 
tion and a new Constitution is intended 
to help the tax-devourers, while pla- 
eing responsibility for complicity with 
their schemes on the people at large. This 
plan will not suceeed, The honest peo- 
ple of the State outside of Chicago who are 
well satisfied with the Constitution and the 
honest people of the city Who object to more 
taxation for the benefit of professional tax- 
eaters will not submit to a new convention 
in which the lobbyists, the sharpers, and the 
Chicago Tammanyites might through the 
agency of political machines have a majority.

negotiation, The Louisville Courier-Journal 
has been hitherto an open and enthusiastic

been at home he never would have sanc- 
tioned such a ridiculous display of malice 
combined with dense ignorance in the col- 
umns of his paper, and we fancy that when 
it is brought to his attention he will rebuke 
the offending person promptly and severely.

Why should a lead- 
ing newspaper seek to conceal or prevent the 
truth? Does it think its readers are ignorant 
and never see but one side? Is it not certain 
that the truth will come out at last and over- 
whelm these falsifiers with contempt? The 
readers of the Courier-Journal know well 
enough that the headlines we have quoted are 
merely vilification and that they have no re- 
lation to the subject matter of the argument. 
Are they not then an insult to the intelligence 
of the readers of that paper? Every one 
knows that when a newspaper misrepresents 
the position of an opponent it is only because 
it is afraid to state his position fairly. It 
dares not meet him on the real grounds. False 
deductions from false premises not only in- 
volve cowardice but fraud, The first thing 
which Mr, Watterson should do when he re- 
turns to the duties of his office is to bounce 
the ignoramus, not to call him by any worse 
name, who has stultified his paper and in- 
sulted the common intelligence of its readers.

SILVER STATISTICS. 

The following table is extracted from a Ber- 
lin circular, and the figures are of sufficient 
interest to entitle them to a place in Tus 
Tron, whether the silver agitation in the 
United States be renewed or not. They are 
the annual average prices of the troy ounce of 
standard silver in English pence, the said 
standard being 37 parts of pure metal to 3 of 


The highest price was 62% p en * the first 
stated period, and the lowest 41 15-16 in 1888. 
A year ago the price was 44 pence, it averaged 
441¢ for last January, 44 for February, and 43% 
pence tor March, From that time there was 
an irregular increase to 55.45 pence in August 
last, that being the equivalent of the $1.21 paid 
here for the ounce of pure metal. 

Our imports of silver last month were about 
$1,600,000, but the exports exceeded them by 
$487,136, the movement being in marked con- 
trast to the previous excess of imports due to 
the silver agitation. The letting down of the 
price started it the other way, and it is thought 
by some that this, which is chiefly due to a 
small movement into and across the country 
from Mexican mines, will continue unless new 
legislation makes this the highest market for 
silver in the World. The imports of silver by 
British India for the five months ending 
with last August were $8,300,000 larger 
than for the same time last year, and 
for the twelve months ending with March 
the imports were $8,100,000 in excess 
of those for the year preceding. But India is 
also absorbing larger supplies of gold. The 
gain for the five months was $3,000,000, and 
for the twelve $9,500,000, as compared with the 
corresponding times one year earlier. 


WHAT FREE COINAGE MEANS. 

A recent issue of the London Financial Times 
contains an exhaustive editorial discussion of 
the silver question in the United States, and calls 
it a muddle. It says if the men who are clam- 
oring for free coinage carry the day it will 
be a Punie boon to the country and a bad 
thing for silver itself.“ “In fact, from a bi- 


metallic point of view, it will be the worst 


event that could possibly happen. Hitherto 
the United States has held the greatest power 
to bring about a bimetallic agreement among 
the nations. It could say to France, Austria, 
British India, and other silver-using States, 
that if something were not done to restore the 
metal to its old position as a secondary 
standard of value it would flood the 
market down .to a depreciation of 50 per 
cent. This kind of bluff would have been the 
right course for the Americans to pursue, and 
they did bluff, but not the right parties. In- 
stead of bluffing foreign Governments inter- 


- ested in the maintenance of silver values they 


allowed themselves to be bluffed by their own 
silver ring. Instead of trying to force other 
countries to make a market for their silver 
they have made the United States an open 
market for the silver of the world, and not 
only a market but a veritable hospital. Any 
silver mine in Mexico, Bolivia, Australia, or 
any other part of the world which would have 
been dead broke if left to the mercy of supply 
and demand can now live and flourish on the 
American mint. It is a species of benevolent 
lunacy never before exhibited in the history 
of the country. 

This is a scathing arraignment, but true in 
principle, if the recital be a little overdrawn. 
Even if somewhat exaggerated as to present 
conditions there can be no doubt the picture 
is an accurate one of what the case will be 
in the event of the free silver coinage men 
having things their own way this winter. It 
is not to be expected they will leave any stone 
unturned to effect the point aimed at, for they 
are now in the dilemma once described as 
‘between the devil and the deep sea.” The 
coinage of four and a half million ounces per 
month into silver dollars to be boxed up and 
stored at Washington has given but s tem- 

* * 
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its former ratio with gold has been 
froved false. The market did bound up 
last summer, but the subsequent reaction has 
wiped out most of the advantage then gained, 
and a discount of about 20 per cent below par 
is pretty steadily maintained in spite of the 
promise for further attempts at equalization. 
And this while India and China were large 
absorbers of silver against exports to Eurepe, 
as they always are in the latter months of the 
calendar year. If the course of trade follows 
precedent the current is now about to set the 
other way. Those countries will be sending 
silver to Europe instead of drawing it away. 
That must mean a large addition to the of- 
terings of the metal in any market that will 
take it ata premium over what others are 
willing to pay, and a drop to 75 cents on the 
dollar becomes far more probable than au ap- 
proach to equality with gold. 

The Times says that if the Free Coinage bill 
should become a law every bauker in the 
United States would henceforth treat the sil- 
ver dollar either asatoken or @ mere com- 
modity. In domestic circulation it would be 
a token, and in foreign exchange only as 80 
much metal at a quoted price per ounce, A 
free coinage of silver would be decidedly 
ironical when New York cables to London 
for gold as a means of avoiding a crash, and 
our supply of gold would cease to be used as 
money of account if we should advertise 
ourselves as a receptacle for the whole world’s 
surplus stock of silver. 

Will it really be for the public good tp ex- 
port our gold to Europe and sell it for their 
surplus silver, and thenceforth do business, 
like India, on the basis of fluctuating silver, 
with a purchasing power varying between 70 
and 80 cents on the dollar? That is just how 
free silver coinage will result. There will be 
a total expulsion of gold from the United 
States and the substitution of depreciated sil- 
ver. The cheaper money always expels the 
better one, 


THE SUSPENSION OF COL. FORSYTH. 
There is a mystery behind the suspension of 
Col. J. W. („Tony“) Forsyth trom the com- 
mand of the Seventh Cavalry, which, it is to be 
hoped, will be cleared up by the official inves- 
tigation of the charges formulated against him. 


To many it will seem that the investigation. 


ought to have preceded, not followed, the sus- 
pension. This is the view of the President, as 
is apparent from Gen. Schofield’s dispatch to 
Gen. Miles, which says: 

In reply to your telegram of yesterday I am di- 
rected by the Secretary of War to inform you that 
it was not the intention of the President to ap- 
point a court of inquiry, nor to order at this time, 
in the midst of the campaign, any further inquiry 
than you could yourself make without the neces- 
sity of a court, the purpose being simply to deter- 
mine whether any officer had been so far derelict 
in duty as to make it necessary to relieve him 
from command, such result to follow upon the 
inquiry which you were expected to cause to be 
made. You were expected yourself first to inquire 
into the facts, and, in the event of it being disclosed 
that there had been unsoldierly conduct, to relieve 
the responsible officer. 

Col. Forsyth has served his country in the 
army faithfully for more than thirty years. 
There is no stain upon his record. Heisa 
brave and gallant soldier, beloved by his men 
and by all who know him. He is, moreover, 
a gentle and humane man and has always ad- 
vocated the kindest possible measures in deal- 
ing with the Indians. There is hardly a man 
in the army whose unmerited disgrace would 
be resented by so many persons as would that 
of Col. Tony Forsyth. , 

His friends must now be patient and await 
the full investigation that is promised. They 
must even presume that there is justification 
for the charges and that there will be some 
evidence to sustain them. But they will not 
find that justification in the fact that his 
troops when treacherously attacked under 
a flag of truce by Indian prisoners armed 
with improved  breech-loaders proceeded 
to wipe out the band. They will not take 
it for granted that the commanding officer 
gave any orders for the killing of women 
and children. or that the squaws who 
were disposed of did not provoke 
their fate. Capt. Wallace was killed 
by a squaw; and the squaws in battle are 
almost as furious and dangerous as the 
„ bucks.“ They are wrapped in blankets like 
the male Indians, and it is not easy, even if it 
were desirable, to distinguish the sexes when 
both are fighting. They not only fight like 
the bucks, but they are responsible for the 
horrible tortures of the wounded and mutila- 
tion of bodies, They are more cruel even 
than the men. 

The Seventh Cavalry was smarting under 
a great provocation, The regiment had been 
treacherously attacked by Indian prisoners 
who had arms in their possession that they 
were not entitled to have. When the attempt 
was made to disarm them on a given 
signal they emptied the contents 
their improved breech-loaders into the 
troops. The surviving soldiers, surprised 
and maddened by the sight of their comrades 
falling about them, rallied and exterminated 
the redskins. It may be true, as charged, that 
they did not wait for orders, but under such 
circumstances Col. Forsyth hardly can: be held 
responsible for their conduct. It may be true 


‘also that Col, Forsyth had not made a proper 


disposition of his command and relied too 
much upon the supposed peaceful disposition 
of the Indians and their harmlessness as cap- 
tives. Whatever may be the mystery in the 
case, his friends will court the most searching 
investigation, such is their confidence that it 
will leave no stain upon his soldierly record.

Lono Ranporrs Cnunc m., who is a 
shrewd observer, sees in the present political 
situation in England the great opportunity of 
the Tories to fix themselves permanently in 
power,“ by which he doubtless means an op- 
portunity to prolong their hold of office for 
five or six years. He hints at a disso- 
lution rather than advocates it, and gives good 
advice to his rival, Mr. Balfour, which that as- 
tute gentleman is likely to take. Indeed, Bal- 
four is rather ead of Churchill in 
this matter. At the commencement of the 
short December session he promised a local 
government bill for Ireland on the lines of 
the English County Government bill. He will 
probably introduce such a measure at the re- 
sumption of the parliamentary session two 
weeks hence. But Churchill wants Balfour to 
make his measure a broad and gen- 
erous one, so as to cut the ground 
from under the Home-Rulers. Balfour 
may do this. He will unless he ie restrained 
by the narrow and bigoted Irish Tories. Hav- 
ing introduced such a billand having advanced 
it to a certain stage it would be his policy to 
dissolve Parliament and appeal to the coun- 
try on the issue raised by the bill—calling it a 
final settlement of the Irish question. In the 
present unfortunate condition of the Liberals, 
brought about by the perversity, selfishness, 
and treachery of Parnell, Balfour might win. 
But if the dissolution is delayed or held back 
till April, as foreshadewed by Sir William 
Hart Dyke, the Liberals may have an oppor- 
tunity to pull themselves together. The Irish 
mayend their difficulties by retiring Parnell 
permanently. Then the contest would be a 
terrific one, with the result in doubt. At 
present the Tory-Unionist coalitionists have a 
decisive majority. They number 378 to 291 
Gladstonians and Nationalists—a clear ma- 
jority of 87, which. in practice, is 
only about 60.

Appraiser Pearson’s Statement of Custems 
Dues Paid During the Last Year. 
Appraiser Pearson hag prepared a statement 
of the business of his office during the year 
1890, together with comparative tables show- 
ing the busifiess ef former years. The num- 
ber of entries was 11,487, an increase of 8 per 
cent over the previous year and of 36 per cent 
over 1886. The invoices passed were 13,245, a 
gain of 43 per cent since 1886 and of 8 per 
cent over 1889. There were 32,483 pack- 
ages examined, an imcrease of 6,409, or 
24 per cent, over 1889, The dutiable 
mail pack and seizures were 3,291, 
valued at $01,121, the duties amounting to 
$5,466. The number was 97 per cent more, 
the value 276 per cent greater, and the duties 
275 per cent more than in 1889. Of appeals 
filed during the year 250 were affirmed, 83 re- 
versed, and 480 are still pending. Only 489 
were filed in 1889 altogether. In 1890 663 in- 
voices were advanced $20,807, while the 390 
advanced the year before aggregated a total 
advance of $11,288 The duties collected in 
1890 amounted to $5,182,476. In 1886 the total 
was $4,349,237, or 19 per cent less, and in 1889 
$5,063,029, or 3 per cent less than last year. 
The expense of collecting the revenue from 
customs was $135,737, while in 1889 it was 
$3,652 more than this. The cost of collection per 
dollar was decreased from 30.0276 in 1889 to 
$0.0261. The value of merchandise passed was 
$15,406,780, while in 1889 it was $13,507,339, and 
in 1888 $13,805,354. The largest item is dry 
goods, $2,225,509, being collected on a valua 
tion of $4,807,473. The dry goods importa- 
tion of 1889 was valued at $4,529,798, and the

IMPORTANT ACTION BY THE WORLD'S 


FAIR EXEOUTIVE COMMITTEE, 


Vice-President Bryan Given More Power— 
Duties of the Committees More Explic- 
itly Defined—New Art Building Proposi- 
tion Made to the Directors—It Involves 
an Expense of About $1,000,000-—Archi- 


tects to Meet Saturday—Apportionment 


of Their Work—Exposition Notes. 


The local World's Fair Directory doesn’t in- 
tend to lose its grip on the financial end of 
the Worid's Columbian Exposition of 1893. 
It demonstrated its intetition to regulate and 
control tne expenditure of the $10,000,000 or 
$15,000,000 which will be provided when yes- 
terday afternoon the Executive Committee 


revised the by-laws of the corporation so as 


to provide for the appointment of special 
committees whose duties it will be to look 
after all the departments of the Exposition. 
At the last session of the National Commis- 
sion an agreement was entered into between 
the directory and the commission whereby 
the former body agreed to the formation of 
fifteen departments for the conduct of the 
Fair. It agreed that the chiefs of these de- 
partments should be nominated by the Di- 
rector-General, subject to confirmation, and 
it agreed further to pay the salaries of these 
chiefs; but it retained the power to discon- 
tinue such salaries when in its opinion the in- 
terests of the Exposition should so require. 

It was not thought atthe time that much 
would come of clause, but yesterc.y the 
Executive Committee recommended the alter- 
ation of the by-laws, provided for the appoint- 
ment of several new standing committees, ex- 
pressly defined their duties, and shifted things 
generally. It did the business thoroughly, be- 
ginning at the beginning and adding some new 
clauses at the end, President Gage will have 
some new appointments to make, and the ex- 
penditure of the funds of the Exposition will 
be closely watched. First Vice-President 
Bryan will become the voucher-signer instead 
of the Director-General, who was named for 
that purpose under the old by-laws, when it 
was thought the Director-General would be an 
officer of the local board. 

One of the unamended clauses, however, 
says the Director-General may let contracts 
involving an expenditure not to exceed $2,000 
without consulting the directory. As this 
clause refers to the,construction of buildings, 
and inasmuch as that business been taken 
out of the Director-General’s hands, the clause 
is inoperative and the Director-General can- 
not let contracts for anything that involves an 
expenditure of the money controlled by the 
commission. 

The Committee on Grounds and Buildings 
is given extensive powers and the Committee 
on and Printing is authorized to super- 
vise the ‘workings of Promoter-General 
Handy's department. Altogether the amended 
by-laws form interesting reading are 
herewith presented as upon yesterday 
by the Executive Committee; ’

NEW ART BUILDING PROPOSITION. 


one Made by the Art Institute Architects 
to Meet Saturday Next. 

Now comes the Art Institute with a new 
proposition for the consideration of the 
World’s Fair Directo ry which insures’ the con- 
struction of a. art palace on the 
Lake-Front. 

The Art Imstitute, through Direetor C. L. 
the directory con- 
struct a $1,000,000 art building for the Fair, 
and at the close of the Exposition the insti- 
tute will buy the same for 6400, 000. This plan 
has been resorted to because the Commercial 
Ciub has thus far failed to show any intention 
of raising any money for the construction of 
a permanent art building, which it was 
thought the club would do some menths ago. 
The statement of what is to be done comes 
from Director Hutchinson. 

„% We shall not rely any longer on the Com- 
mercial Club to give much help,” he said yes- 
terday. We, the Art Institute people, are 
going ahead and will make à proposition to 
the Fair directory. If it will erect a 81, 000,000 
building we will agree to pay $400,000 for it at 
the close of the Exposition. This policy has 
been agreed upon by the directors of the Art 
Institute.“ 

„Where will you get the $400,000?” 

„O ur property is worth about that amount. 
It bears a oe mort however. Pe 
after selling the property ying off the 
mortg ere will remain. $250,000. _I think 
we —— means for raising the nher 5150, 
000. I am sure of it, in fact.“ 

„Have you decided on any plan for the 
building?’ : 

Mes, we know just what we want. I have 
been drawing plans for an art building for five 
years. The building to be erected will be 
about 600 feet long, with the grand entrance 
facing Adams street. At either extremity 
there will be wings running east about 200 
feet. The general width of the wings and 
main structure will be about sixty feet. The 
building will be two stories high. These are 
our plans, subject, of course, to modification. 
Tentative plans have been drawa by Burn- 
ham & Root, but they have been referred 
merely for the purpose of estimating the cost 
of what was wanted.“ 

At the meeting of the Executive Committee 
yesterday Directors Hutchinson and Jeffery 
reported on the proposed Art Gallery. Mr. 
Jeffery stated that it was the opinion of the 
Grounds and Buildi Committee that if a 
building could be built with a view to perma- 
nency at no greater cost to the Exposition 
management than a temporary edifice would 
involve they favored the proposition. Upon 
this line he thought the net cost of tem 
rarily housing — art exhibit during the Ex- 
position would be $500,000. If the other par- 
ties in interest were to furnish the balance 
there was reason to believe that some def- 
inite arrangement e the completion 
of this arrangement could be brought about. 

On behalf of the Art Institute Mr. Hutch- 
inson expressed the opinion that some settle- 
ment of the question can be reached in the 
near future. He thought that $1,000,000 should 
be spent jointly in the erection of the perma- 
nent art structure and the temporary annex 
which would be — in housing the com- 
plete exhibit of flne art during the Exposition. 
A permanent structure, some of the directors 
thought, would be a great advantage to the 
Fair, inasmuch as it would inspire confidence 
aren Sees artists who would desire to ex- 
hibit their work during the Exposition. 

The Commercial Club some time ago > 
pointed a committee of its members, with N. 
K. Fairbank as its Chairman, to see what 
funds could be raised through the instrumen- 
tality of the c'ub toward the Art Building. 
This committee has as yet done nothing. 
President E. G. Keith thinks that the club 
should devote itsefforts to securing pictures 
and let the directory and Art Institute furnish 
the building. : 

think,“ he said, that the club wotld do 
more g in presenting pictures than in 
raising money at the N. time. During 
the Exposition there will be a great many de- 
sirable paintings brought here, and if the club 
would expend money in 8 these it 
would perform à great service and indirectly 
contribute just as much money. What is the 
use of an art building without pictures? 

Mr. Hutchinson says the pictures are forth- 
coming as soon as Chieago has a building in 
which to house them. 

Next Saturday evening the Board of 
World’s Fair Architects will called. to- 
gether in Chi and dined at the University 
Club by the Committee on Grounds and 
Buildings. Invitations have been sent to the 
ten appointed firms by the committee, and all 
are expected to be present. 

The work which each architect is expected 
to do has been practically Siti 7 ™ by Chief 
of Construction Burnham, ost of those 
elected know what they be asked to do, 
and it is upon this feature that the acceptance 
of the posit ons tendered will rest, It is be- 
lheved, however, that all will be harmonious, 
and by June 1 nearly every building will be 
designed.

Director-General Davis and Maj Handy 
Pushing the Interests of the Exposition 
~Making Arrangements for Foreign 
Exhibits—Secretary ‘Windom Issues the 
Treasury Department's Regulations Gov- 
erning the Admission of Foreign Goods 
Free of Duty. , 

Wasutneton, D. C., Jan. 7.—[Special.]— 
Director-General Davis and Promoter-General 
Handy opened the Washington campaign to- 
day. Col. Davis had to keep to his rooms in 
the hotel because of a severe attack of neu- 
raigia. So he received callers while Maj. 
Handy went up to the Capitol to do some 
skirmishing along the lines of Congress. 
Tomorrow the DirectorGeneral and the 
Promoter-General will. pay their respects 
to the President and to the members of the 
Cabinet whose departments have todo with 
the Fair. Col. Davis wants a frank talk, par- 
ticularly with President Harrison, Attorney- 
General Miller, and Secretary Windom. It is 
believed the interests of tae Fair would be 
furthered by a broader construction of the law 


than has been given it by the Executive De 


partments, and the Director-General will urge 
this upon the President and his advisers. 
Col. Davis had many callers during the aft- 
ernoon and evening. Ben Butterworth came 
down trom the Capitol and had a long talk 
over the situation, particularly in relation to 
the foreign exhibits. The action of the com- 
mittee in New Yorkin giving the Director- 
General the control of the $20,000 for that 
purpose was looked upon as favorable. 
Mr. Butterworth was able to make a 
good showing in connection with the send- 
ing out of the invitations by. the State 
Department. Maj. Handy reported the proj- 
ect for the meeting of the Consuls-General of 
the United States in New York to consider 
World's Fair matter. It was agreed that this 
would be an effective way of b ing the sub- 
ject before foreign exhibiters. : . > Lind- 
say of Kentucky and the Fair Commissioners 
from the District of Columbia were in consul- 
tation with the Director-General during the 
afternoon. The Chicago Congressmen also

Chairman Candler, when questioned about 
the report to be made by the subcommittee 
of which he is Chairman, said it had bee 
ready for a long time, but he could give _ 
formation as to its contents because the com- 
mittee has not passed upon it and may not 
agree to adopt it. He said he would try to get 
a meeting of the committee tomorrow or as 
soon theréafter as possible. It can be stated re- 
MHably, however, that the report as it now 
stands does not reflect on the National Com- 
mission. Col. Davis will call on Mr. Candler 
tomorrow and talk the situation over. 


Liberal Terms for Transportation, 


The Director-General has received informa- 
tion that two South American ship lines under 
British control have agreed to liberal terms 
for transportation—the New York Hon- 
duras Steamship company to the north coast 
of Central America, and the United States and’ 
Trinidad company to the Windward Islands, 
Trinidad, and the Orinoco country. Gen. 
Groner, Chairman of the Transportation Com- 
mittee of the National Commission,is here and is 
hopeful the same liberal terms, that is, free 
transportation for Commissioners, low rates 
for exhibiters, and actual cost rates for exhibits 
will be granted by European lines. It is said 
the representatives of the Exposition have 
been careful to stipulgte that in issuing return 
tickets to visitors to this country the tickets 
must be stamped in Chicago to be good for re- 
turn passage. The object is to make sure that 
the ticketholders actually visit Chicago. 

The proposition to establish Eastern jead- 

uarters at New York, suggested bY Chauncey 
pew and the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
has attracted much attention and favorable 
comment. Eastern people think there should 
be a bureau of information on the seaboard. 
The matter will be presented to the manage- 
ment by the Diregtor-General upon his réturn 
to Chicago. 
Information for the World. 


Col, Davis has arranged with the Secretary 
of State to have sent to foreign Governments 
with the President’s proclamation the regula- 
tions of the Department in respect 
to the importation of exhibits, those parts of 
the act of Congress concernitig exhibiters, and 
much other information regarding the Fair 
and the best routes for reaching Chicago 
from all parts of the world. An extended 
statement of the time and distance by the 
several routes from the seaboard to Chicago 
is to be translated into all languages and 
sent abroad as an official communication by 
the State Department. The Director-General 
some day this week will go before the House 
Committee on Appropriations and make a 
statement concerning the second installment 
of the general appropriation of $1,500,000.

Foreign Exhibits at the Fair. 


Secretary Windom today issued the follow- 
ing circular to customs officers in r ard to 
the free entry of articles for exhibition at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition: . ä 

Sec. ll of the act of approved April 
25, 1890, providi for celebrating the 400th an- 
niversary of the discovery of America by Chris- 
topher Columbus by holding an international ex- 
hibition of arts, industries, manufactures, and 
the product of the soil, mines, and séa, in the 
visy of Chicago, in the State of. Lilinois, is aa fol- 

ows: 

That all articles which shall be imported from 
foreign countries for the p of exhibi- 
tion at said Exposition, upon which there shall 
be a tariff or customs duty. shall be admitted free 
of payment of duty, customs fees, or charges, un- 
der such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall prescribe; but it shall be law 
at any time during the exhibition to sell for de- 
livery at the close of the Exposition any ds or 
property imported for and actually on exhibition 
in the Exposition buildings or on its grounds, 
subject to such regulations for the security of 
the revenue and for the collection 
of the import duties as. the Secretar 
of the Treasury shall prescribe; provided, that 
such articles when sold or withdrawn for con- 
sumption in the United States shall be subject to 
the duty, if any, im upon such articles by 
the revenue laws in force at the date of the im- 
portation, and all penalties prescribed by law 
shall be applied and enforced against such arti- 
cles, and against the persons who may guilty 
of any illegal sale or withdrawal.“

‘ CRITICISES MR. BLAINE’S POSITION. 


The Canadian Minister of Justice Discusses 
the Secretary’s Contentions. 

Orrawa, Ont., Jah. 7.—Sir Johi Thompson, 
Minister of Justice, asked for his opinion on 
Mr. Blaine’s letter to Salisbury, said, in the 
case of the Ceylon pearl fisheries, the juris- 
diction exercised by England is simply to pro- 
hibit injurious operations to those fisheries by 
British subjects, and there has been no attempt 
to exclude foreigners from the peari fisheries 
or to restrain their operations. 

What do you think of Mr. Blaine’s conten- 
tion as regards St. Helena? 

That seems to be a new point raised, and 
takes us back to 1816. Napoleon was then 
confined at St. Helena, and Great Britain’s 
action in excluding vessels from watérs within 


war taken in concert with the great allied 
Powers, who alone would be interested in re- 
sisting acession of dominion; and at that 
time (1816) the assertion of sovereignty by 
every maritime power in the seas surround- 
ing her possessions was vastly more than it is 
today. It will be for. Mr. Blaine to enforce 
this contention in the face of the fact that 
Dwight Foster, who conducted the case for 
the United States before the Halifax 
commission, made it a strong point that the 
pretensions of all maritime countries at 
time could not be cited at the present day as 
defining the bounds of international law as re- 
gards marine jurisdiction. Great Britain had 
been for years asserting sovereignty over all 
seas surrounding British Islands, and she had 
claimed, with the acquiescence of both France 
and Spain, all the bank fisheries within sixty 
miles of the Coast of Newfoundland and the 
whole Gulf of St. Lawrence, so that even if 
the question of St. Helena ‘were not entirely 
exceptional and the result of a compact it be- 
longed to a period which cannot be cited 
as a precedent in modern international law.“

- HOW A PACKMAN ESCAPED BEING 
MURDERED FOR HIS MONEY. 


The Trap Was Laid for Him, but He Was 
Suspicious—Twenty Graves Found in the 
Collar of Their House—Somebody Must 
Enlighten the French People or They 
Won't Know There Is to Be a World’s 
Fair—Hotel Arrivals. 


Campbell Hardy, a jeweler from Boston, is 
at the Grand Pacific, and yesterday, when in 
his apartinents at the hotel, related some of 
the experiences he had when in New Mexico 
ten years ago. Mr. Hardy made the money 
that gave him a start in life when a packman. 
He traveled through all the far Western States, 
but the most exciting time he had, he says, 
was in New Mexico. 

One day when much fatigued and hungry

It Is Sometimes Exhibited by Confessing 
and Trying to Rectify a Partisan Blunder. 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat (Rep.): It is 

well understood that courage is a great virtue 
in a political organization. A timid and vacil- 
lating policy is a weak and dangerous one un- 
der all circumstances, as experience has fully 
demonstrated in our history. But there may 
easily be a difference of opinion as to what 
constitutes courage in a given emergency. 
There are those who insist, for instance, that 
the present plight of the Republican rty is 
one that pal 2 for certain arbitrary and radical 
action and that any other course implies coward- 
ice, These persons are sincere, of course, and 
anxious to do the best thing; but they fail to 
consider the fact that their view of bravery 
may not be consistent with the idea of party 
expediency. It is folly to say that because a 
thing is abstractly right, therefore it should be 
advocated and enforced at all hazards. That 
is no’ the way in which political interests are 
most readily promoted and political victories 
achieved in the face of manifest disadvantages. 
There is no true courage, but simply the blind- 
ness of desperation, in a policy that omits to 
take account of defensive as well as aggres- 
sive conditions. The better part of valor is 
discretion in certain cases, and to overlook 
this necessity is to invite new perils instead of 
removing those that already exist. 

The theory that men can be compelled to 
vote against their opinions and wishes by any 
sort of discipline or intimidation 1s — 
to reason, and has never yet been success fu 
We may talk as much as we please about the 
power of the party lash, but it is not sufficient 
to silence the honest protests of the people

It occupied restricted quarters 
furnished it by the charity of the French 
Government. The sum of money appropriated 
for the exhibit and the interest taken in it by 
our Government were so small that few Amer- 
ican exhibiters sent anything. Judged by all 
of the standards of mere appearance, the 
United States was the poorest and the shabbi- 
est in its representation at the Paris Exhibi- 
tion. It would have been much more digni- 
fied if we had refrained from taking part in 
the exposition at all, 


Points for Maj. Handy’s Bureau. 


The French newspapers follow to a certain 
extent the opinions of the New York newspa- 
pers in everything relating to this country. 
Some of the articles reflecting upon Chicago 
as a site for the Exposition were translated 
and published in some of the leading French 
newspapers at the time of the controversy. 
When Chicago was decided upon the French 
newspapers published articles of discourage- 
ment to the enterprise so far as foreign ex- 
hibiters were concerned.

Norton Bros. Announce an Increase in Price 
on All Paint, Varnish, and Color Cans, 
St. Louis Republic: The first rise in 

prices occasioned by the McKinley bill at- 

tracted universal attention, although it was 
little more than a fair beginning of the ef- 
fects of the bill. Since November the news-

at the old prices. This reaction has not taken 
piece however, and we have already given our 

riends the benefit of stocks of plates purch 

before the advance. We are accordingly obliged 
to advance our standard prices, although we do 
so reluctantly, as we havealways aimed to make 
these prices as stable as possible. We believe you 
appreciate our endeavors in this direction, and 
hope to be favored with your valued orders for 
the coming season. We shall be happy to make 
you quotations if you will kindly specify the sizes 
that you propose to use, and can assure you 

your orders shall receive the same careful atten- 
tion in the future that we have endeavored to 
give them in the past. 

There is no reason to doubt the truth of the 
statement that these manufacturers of tin 
cans have held down their prices until their 
supply of tin plate bought before the age 
of the McKinley bill was exhausted. The 
makers or importers of the plate add the in- 
crease of tax to their selling price.

STATUTES COME INTO CONFLICT, 


Judge Grinnell Decides Against the Plaint- 
In in the Grand Trunk Cases. 

On motion of defendant Judge Grinnell yester- 
day took from the jury the suit of Isaac B. 
Hannah, administrator of the estate of the late 
Henry S. Hall, against the Grand Trunk railroad 
company for $5,000 for Hall’s death in a disastrons 
railroad wreck near Hamilton, Ont., April 23, 
1888. The points raised in the motion to dismiss 
are new and important ones and the court’s de- 
cision has direct bearing on many other 
cases of the same kind now pending in 
the courts here. Hall was a literary man 
in Southern Illinois, and he and nineteen others 
were killed and many were injured. Some of the 
evidence was heard and then the defendant’s at- 
torney made a motion to take the case from the 
jury both on the ground of the insufficiency of the 
evidence and because the main point was that the 
statutes of the Province of Ontario, under which 
the case was bei tried, were in conflict with 
those of the State of Illinois in that the former 

rovide that the jury shall decide as to the bene- 
feiary in any damages recovered, to whom of the 
heirs it shall be given, and how much each shall 
recetve. 2 no such provision in the Illi 
nois statutes, the next of kin being the 
ficiaries. 

The court urged the attorneys to perfect their 
appeas in 7 oo a decision might be secured 
as early as 0.
